TUOHK members of the wave and

Here is a magnificent oppor- 
tunity for employer and employe to 
stand in and bamboozle the govern- 
ment. However, the income tax prop- 
osition is not a bad one if it could be 
honestly carried out.

"Pterodactyl" 
Daniels, the 


kn'own romancer upon the subjects of 
natural history and real estate, seems to 
be in great demand juat at present. 


The last grand jury investigated some 


of his IransaclioiiH with regard to tie 
sale of some Sanger real estate, and find- 
ing his business methods us crooked n 
inuiJKanita snpplmg, proceeded to indict 
him for embezzlement. A bench war- 
rant was issued, but up to this dale he 
has not been found. 


The following account of his disap- 


pearance, taken from a San Francisco 
journal, will be of interest to a number 
of Fresno people. 


"J. U. Daniels, the young real estate 


man who has been missing for a week, 
left his home in Oakland in order to 
avoid arrest for forgery nnd embezzle- 
ment. While. he was in Fresno he be- 
came involved in some money transac- 
tions which resulted in his becoming 
the fraudulent possessor of eome $2000. 
It was because ho could not repay this 
money to the pconle from whom he o j- 
laincd it that he fled. 
Now the police 


are looking for him, but as yet they 
inve obtained no clew. 


"While Daniels was engaged in bus - 


ness in Fresno he sold a parcel of land 
for one of his clients and received in 
Hiymcnt about $1000 
Instead of giving 


this money to the man who had owned 
the land he diverted it to his own use. 
He expected lo be able to get hold of 
enough money toon -after to more than 
make good the amount, 
lint he was 


disappointed. When his client made a 
t emand for the money he managed lo 
i:cl a couple of davs1 extension, ant 
then went around among his fricti s 
trying to get enough to replace the $1000 
ie had appropriated. 


"One of the men he went to was Sam- 


uel Jackson, »n attorney, lie told Mr. 
Jackson of the desperate situation and 
bcjiped him to loan him the money. 
Jackson said he waa perfectly willing to 
t 0 eo if Daniels would furnish him some 
security. The young real estate agent 
t-aid Unit could easily be arranged, as n 
a short time he expected to receive from 
the California. Mutual Hivimr Finn , 
Loan and Building Association $!iOOO in

"Mr. Jackson told Daniels that if he 


could furnish name proof of his state- 
ment the $1000 would be ready in ten 
minutes. 
Daniels started 
out after 


eome corroboration of his statement. 
He returned in about an hour with what 
purported to be n telegram, in which it 
was stated that the trust company that 
ie had mentioned would gcnd him the 
coin almost immediately. 


This he showed to Air. Jackson. The 


attorney was not satislied, bucause the 
telegram was signed by

Slicd, and he counted out the $1000, for 
which he took a note. 


"It did not take very long for Mr. 


Daniels to close up h's hutdncHH affairs 
and come lo San Fruncisco. He located 
in Oakland and engaged in the real es- 
tate hiiHlncetj in this cily. 


"In the meantime Mr. Jacksnn waited 
d waiteil for the $11000 lo arrive in 


Fresno, HO llntl he could recover Ihe 
amount of his loan.
